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Overweight trucks 
causing costly 
damage to highways 


When engineers plan and design 
highways and bridges to move peo- 
ple and goods safely and quickly 
from place to place, their work is 
based on the weight of the heaviest 
loaded tractor-trailer truck allowed 
by law. 

In fact, engineers say that the 
weight on one fully loaded 18-wheel 
truck causes the same damage as 
9,600 regular-sized automobiles to 
highways and bridges. Those figures 
are used in the design of each high- 
way and bridge in Alabama's 
11,000-mile highway system, . 

Despite the weight factors built 
into the design of roads and bridges, 
every time a truck carrying a load 
greater than the legal weight limit 
travels over highways and bridges, it 
causes costly damage that taxpayers 
must pay for in the way of expensive 
repair, maintenance and, in some 
cases, road and bridge replacement. 

Today, more than 2,000 miles of 
highway in Alabama need repair or 
replacement and 316 bridges need to 
be replaced. Hundreds more need re- 
pairs and improvement. 

The maximum legal weight for 
vehicles of any type to travel high- 
ways in Alabama is 80,000 pounds. 
Heavier weights are allowed wh spe- 
cial permit only when more axles are 
added or other steps are taken to re- 
duce the weight damage on the high- 
way surface. 

Highway engineers say over- 
weight trucks and frequency of that 
weight being applied to the high- 
ways and bridges are the major fac- 
tors causing wear and deterioration, 
not weather and the environment. 


Weather and environment do not 
change at the centerline of a high- 
way pavement. Yet the right or the 
lane carrying most of the heavy 
truck traffic will typically be in 
much worse condition than the left 
or passing lane. 

Since the effects of weather and 
environment are the same on both 
the right and left lanes, the differ- 
ence in wear between the lanes can 
be clearly attributed to the greater 
frequency of heavy truck loads onto 
the right lane or the one most used 
by trucks. 

The heavy truck loads on the 
right lane will often cause cracks to 
appear here first. Water then seeps 
into the cracks. Continued exposure 
of heavy truck loads, mixed with wa- 
ter, speeds the rate of deterioration. 

Those who use the highways and 
bridges must pay for the repairs - 
and in some cases, replacements - 
forced by the repeated use of weight 
loads over the legal limit. 

Almost all of the funds to build, 
maintain and replace highways and 
bridges come from highway user 
taxes and fees, such as gasoline and 
diesel fuel taxes and registration and 
inspection fees. 

When overweight trucks tear their 
way along Alabama’s highways, 
more of the highway user fees go to 
pay for repairs and maintenance, in- 
stead of being used for badly needed 
new highways and bridges.

After the group returned to open 
session, council member Charles 
Cole made a motion recommending 
the mayor reprimand Chief Driggers 
in writing and explain what is ex- 
pected of him and the letter become 
a part of the council minutes. Coun- 
cil members voted unanimously in 
favor of the motion and Mayor Ka- 


thy Holly indicated she would write 
the letter. 

The chief reported the police had 
received 11 complaints during the 
month. They made 15 arrest and is- 
sued 29 traffic citations, These cita- 
tions included three for DUI and one 
for child restraint violation. 

The rescue squad made 17 runs 
and the fire department responded to 
one fire. 

Chief Driggers reported that Of- 
ficer Griswold and completed the in- 
toxilizer school and scored 98 on the 
final test. 

A request to send two officers to 
a one day school in Bay Minette was 
denied by the council. They did urge 
the participation in a school in 
Greenville because it is cheaper and 
would be more beneficial to the of- 
ficers.

Dr. James Dawson

Dr. James I. Dawson, a former 
teacher of Vocational Agriculture 
and FFA Advisor at Mulberry 
Heights High School from 1955- 
1967, was recently inducted into the 
George Washington Carver Hall of 
Fame at the 53rd annual Professional 
Agricultural Workers Conference, 
Tuskegee University, Tuskegee, Ala- 
bama.

ZC Students Involved In Monitoring Water

Students participating in a water- 
quality monitoring program in southeast 
Alabama are doing their part to protect 
the environment and are learning how to 
protect their water supply. 

Zion Chapel High School students in 
Jackie Jinright's science classes are 
among dozens of volunteers who are 
helping monitor water in the Choc- 
tawhatchee-Pea Rivers watershed. 

Millions of tons of soil are being 
swept into southeast Alabama's water- 
ways, but conservation measures are 
helping to improve existing conditions 
by serving to prevent damage to fish and 
other aquatic life. 

A three-year water-quality mon- 
itoring program, administered by the 
Choctawhatchee-Pea Rivers Watershed 
Management Authority (CPRWMA), in 
association with the Center for Environ- 
mental Research and Service at Troy 
State University, indicates that the over- 
all quality of water in the 10-county area 
of the Choctawhatchee-Pea Rivers wa- 
tershed is generally good, but could de- 
cline if conservation practices fail to be 
applied at necessary levels in the future. 

The program was initiated in 1993 by 
the CPRWMaA, an agency of the State of 
Alabama, to determine surface-water 
quality in the 10 southeastern Alabama 
counties of the Choctawhatchee and Pea 
Rivers watershed. More than 100 sites 
across the watershed were sampled by 
both professional researchers and trained 
volunteers. Trained volunteers test water 
samples for six parameters including dis- 
solved oxygen, turbidity, and pH. A 
longer list of parameters including nu- 
trients and suspended solids are being 
measured by Troy State University staff 
and students. 

Jarrod D. Massey, executive director 
of the authority, said the program's pre- 
liminary results give all interested parties 
a baseline of information for use in the 
future to determine if water quality con- 
ditions are improving, or if attention 
needs to be devoted to specific areas or 
specific practices. 

"Prior to this comprehensive effort by 
the authority, there was little information 
available regarding the water quality in 
our watershed," Mr. Massey said. "The 
monitoring performed gives us site- 
specific data that will assist us in main- 
taining good water quality in the area, 
and that will also allow us to sub- 
stantially improve current conditions." 

Mike Mullen, research coordinator 
and assistant director of the Center for 
Environmental Research and Service at 
Troy State University, said his greatest 
concem involves the sediment load in 
our waterways which is reflected basin

wide. 

"There are approximately 12.5 mil- 
lion tons of sediment produced annually 
in the basin and out of that 5.5 million 
tons are deposited in streams, rivers and 
other reservoirs," Mr. Mullen said. 
"Sediment is soil that is removed by wa- 
ter and wind flow and deposited in a 
stream or other body of water. Sedi- 
ments can carry contaminants that’ harm 
aquatic life and pollute our water sup- 
ply." According to Mr. Mullen, "The ba- 
sin's highly erodible soils and high in- 
tensity rainfalls make controlling erosion 
critical to maintaining and improving 
water quality in the basin." 

Mr. Muilen said while there was very 
little prior information of surface-water 
quality in the watershed area, he's sure 
the water quality is far better than it was 
20 years ago when conservation prac- 
tices were not as widely applied as they 
are currently. 

“Almost half of the sediment in the 
basin is the result of runoff from dirt 
toads and gullies,” Mr. Mullen said. 
“However, agricultural cropland and ur- 
ban areas do contribute to the sediment 
problem as well,” he said. 

Mr. Massey said, "Conservation prac- 
tices designed to control erosion have 
helped significantly." "For example, 
farmers are increasingly taking ad- 
vantage of improved farming techniques. 
This extends itself to better management 
of our water resources and all natural re- 
sources,” 

Federal and state governments are

relying more on local monitoring efforts 
to see that areas comply with the Clean 
Water Act and other legislation passed 
by Congress in recent years, Mr. Massey 
said. “Thanks to information gathered 
during the water-quality monitoring pro- 
gram, should additional mandates con- 
cerning water quality or quantity be is- 
sued by federal, state or local officials, 
our area will be in excellent shape to de- 
termine what, if any, steps need to be 
taken.” 

The Choctawhatchee-Pea Rivers wa- 
tershed includes land in Barbour, Bul- 
lock, Coffee, Covington, Crenshaw, 
Dale, Geneva, Henry, Houston and Pike 
counties.

He 
said, "Yes, my goals are to have more 
equipment and the opportunity to teach 
rhythms and more activities with carry- 
over value." ; 

Sports with carry-over values are 
those in which students can participate 
after high school. Some of these sports 
are volleyball, table tennis, archery, bad- 
minton, and golf. Students are taught 
how to keep score and apply the rules of 
each activity. 

Coach Branson said "I feel that we 
are going to have more instructional time 
in the near future and that will be con- 
ducive to more time spent learning a va- 
riety of activities.” 


Why Teenagers Quit School

Marriage, pregnancy, negative pa- 
rental influence, being needed at home, 
are some of the reasons given for why 
teens "dropout" of school. This year 
Zion Chapel High School has had a total 
of eight "dropouts." Five of these were 
juniors. 

The law of the State of Alabama 
States that “every child between the ages 
of seven and sixteen shall be required to 
attend school (public, private, or church) 
or be instructed by the competent private 
tutor. A "dropout" is defined as an in- 
dividual who (1) was enrolled in school 
at some time during the previous year 
and was not enrolled on October 1 of the 
current school year; or (2) was not en- 
rolled on October 1 of the previous 
school year although expected to be in 
membership (i.¢., was not reported as a 
dropout the year before); and (3) has not 
graduated from high school or completed 
a state- or district-approved educational 
program; and (4) does not meet any of 
the following exclusionary conditions: 
transfer to another public school district, 
private school, or state- or district- 


approved educational program; or tem- 
porary school-recognized absence due to 
suspension or illness; or death." 

Dr. Linda Ingram, principal of Zion 
Chapel High, said that "dropouts" can be 
put into two basic categories: past ac- 
ademic failure, where the student does 
not see that he will be able to graduate 
on time; or personal situations, where the 
student has had a death in his or her im- 
mediate family, marriage, or pregnancy, 
She said that there are those students 
who do not like school and just seem to 
"disappear." Dr. Ingram said that an- 
other cause is the history of the family, 
where a student is influenced by a line of 
"dropouts" in his or her family. 

It is noted that some of the "drop- 
outs” will take their General Education 
Diploma (GED), as a substitute for their 
diploma from high school. Even after 
this, there are those who attend a trade 
school to learn a trade to improve their 
situations, Dr. Ingram said that each 
grade level completed by a person adds 
Significantly to the lifetime income of 
that person,

Aaron McDurmont 
bounces back

Aaron McDurmont is a 7th grader at 
New Brockton High School. In May of 
last year, Aaron found out that he had di- 
abetes. In October, his blood sugar was 
not on track and he didn’t know what 
was going on in his body. He had an ac- 
cident at school which caused an infec- 
tion. Aaron found out that this caused his 
blood sugar to be uncontrollable. By the 
time Aaron was taken to the hospital, he 
was no longer able to move his left leg 
and was in a state called ketoacidosis, a 
condition that leads to diabetic comas. 

Aaron was taken by ambulance from 
Medical Center Enterprise to Dothan. 
While in Dothan, they found out that Aa- 
ron had strep throat and pneumonia. Af- 


ter forty-eight hours, a test to detect om 


staph infection proved to be positive. Aa- 
ton went through several more uncom- 
fortable tests to find out what was wrong 
with his leg. In addition, Aaron had a hip 
aspiration procedure done that showed 
that the staph infection had settled into 
the hip socket. Aaron was immediately 
taken to surgery. His family thought he 
would be home in about three days. He 
was looking forward to not having his 
veins stuck every four hours around the 
clock. Life, however, would have it dif- 
ferent. He found out he had a blood clot 
and was not to move or walk on his leg 
for two weeks. So he then had another 
ambulance ride, this time to Birmingham 
to the Children’s Hospital. 

While in the Children's Hospital, Aa- 
ron’s parents were told that four children 
and two adults had died from staph in- - 
fection. He was put on an antibiotic IV 
for six weeks and when he returned 
home, his family had a nurse to come to 
the house every four hours to administer 
this IV. Aaron had to go back to Birm- 
ingham to have a Hickmon Catheter put 
into his chest for the medicine to be ad- 
ministered, 

Aaron is now back in school, out of 
the wheelchair, and is feeling much bet- 
ter.

Commonly asked questions about 
catfish farming answered 


Over the last several months we 
have had more and more people in- 
quiring about catfish production. I 
am not exactly sure what has keyed 
the interest of area folks in cattish 
production, but the fact is that there 
have been more questions asked 
about this particular enterprise lately 
than ever before. It might possibly 
be because of Dick Fine and his op- 
eration in the county, Dick is a com- 
mercial catfish producer north of En- 
terprise. He is also an officer in the 
Catfish Producers Association, 
Whatever the reason, in this article 
we are going to address just a few 
commonly asked questions about 
catfish production. 

One question that is commonly 
asked centers around construction of 
the pond, I would suppose that there 
are several ponds that are already 
constructed that could be modified 
or made to work here in Coffee 
County. However, from what I have 
seen, some of the best ones are the 
four-sided levee type ponds. These 
ponds are level bottomed, easy to 
seine and easy to get around. If you 
already have a pond located on your 
land that you would like to adapt to 
catfish production, there are some 
considerations that you need to 
make. One of the prime considera- 
lions is how easy is it to get around 
the pond. Seining is hard enough 
work without having to go over ob- 
stacles and through trees to try to 
seine out the fish you are trying to 
harvest. Another consideration 
would be the bottom of the pond. If 
the bottom is shaped like a reverse 
triangle, the fish may be able to go 
under the net and not go where you 
want them to. Many times folks 
have been able to construct a side 
inlet off of the pond and they feed 
the catfish in there. They are then 
able to draw them in at harvest time. 
Whatever type of pond you have or 
plan to have, make sure it is easy to 
get around and the seine can do its 
job when it is in the pond. 

Another question, particularly if 
you are a new catfish producer, is 
stocking the pond. Many folks ask 
how many fish can they put to the 


_ acre. There are several considera- 


tions. One is the size of the pond,

another important consideration is 
the experience of the producer. Two 
others would be the length of the 
growing season and how large you 
want the fish to be once they are at 
harvestable size. With all these con- 
siderations, we generally tell experi- 
enced producers to stock as many as 
six thousand fish to the acre to pro- 
duce six thousand pounds per acre 
per year, In my opinion a producer 
Just starting out would have a heavy 
load with 3,500 fish per acre. A low- 
er stocking density | pial reduces 
the risk of losses due to oxygen 
shortages and diseases, Over time, a 
new producer will gain the manage- 
ment experience that will give them 
the opportunity to stock high rates. 

Fingerlings can be stocked at any 
time during the year, The best time 
to transport fingerlings is when the 
water is cool so that stress on the 
fish is reduced. It appears that fin- 
gerlings are trained to feed faster 
when temperatures begin to moder- 
ate. This usually is somewhere 
around this time of year-February 
and March. 

Another question that we get 
quite often regards feeding. Catfish 
that are grown at high density re- 
quire nutritionally complete feed for 
good growth and health. There are 
several methods to use. The one that 
I will mention today is what many 
producers refer to as timed-feed. 
There has been a good bit of re- 
search showing that catfish grow 
most efficiently when they are fed 
about 90% of all they will voluntari- 
ly eat. This optimum feeding rate is 
abet reached when catfish are 
ed only the amount they will eat in 
five to ten minutes. It is important 
that fish eat as much as they want 
without leaving any excess. 

Fish feeds come in various sizes. 
Some can be crumbled and these are 
usually fed to fingerlings that are 
less than three inches long. Fish larg- 
er than three inches can be fed a 3/16 
inch pellet until they reach about 
market size. Fish are usually fed out 
on 1/4th, 5/16th, or 3/8th inch pellets 
once they reach the half pound mark 
in weight. 

Feeding fish twice each day can 
have its advantages when fish are

less than a half pound, inis would 
probably be sometime around April 
or July. Twice daily feedings should 
be at least six hours apart to allow 
for digestion, When fed twice a day, 
catfish will eat and gain more than 
when they are fed only once a day. 
We've also found this to be true in 
other forms of livestock such as cat- 
tle, 

One final item that we will talk 
about today is aeration, Simply put, 
if you plant to get in the commercial 
catfish business you must budget in 
acration equipment, There are many 
kinds of aerators that are commer- 
cially available. Aerators can be 
powered by electricity, diesel en- 
gines, or PTO’s of a farm tractor. 
The efficiency of an aerator can be 
determined from its ability to trans- 
fer oxygen in the water. Aerators are 
generally rated in terms of pounds of 
oxygen transferred per horsepower 
per hour, 

One thing I remember Dr. John 
Jensen, Auburn Fisheries Specialist, 
emphasizing is the fact that aerators 
not only need to put water in the air 
in a certain place but they also need 
to create a current. The fish can be 
under stress at one end of the pond 
and your aerator be on the other end 
of the pond and the reoxygenated 
water may not reach them unless the 
aerator produces some sort of cur- 
rent that pushes the oxygen down to 
the fish. There is a very good hand- 
out available through the experiment 
station that rates aerators. Another 
good source to talk to about aerators 
is other fish farmers; find out what 
they are doing and what works for 
them. 

There are several ways to make 
catfish a profitable industry for your 
farm. Harvesting and selling to a 
processing plant is certainly one of 
them. Another way is a fish-out op- 
eration where you allow people to 
come in and charge them so much a 
pound to fish your pond. Some 
farms use combinations. Whatever 
you decide to do, before you go into 
fish farming consider all the angles, 
talk to a lot of people and then make 
your decision.

Dealing with your 
child’s imaginary 
friends

One day you overhear your 4- 
year old talking to Charlie. But when 
you peek around the corner, you dis- 
cover your child is alone and Charlie 
is your child’s imaginary friend. 
What do you do? Should you say 
anything, or should you let your 
child and his or her imaginary friend 
continue to play? 

Research suggests that for most 
youns children there is no harm in 

ving an imaginary friend. Imagi- 
nary frierids are not unusual with 
children ages 3 to 6 and parents 
don’t need to be concemed. In fact, 
having an imaginary friend can be a 
sign of a child’s creativity and imag- 
ination. 

Parents of older children, howev- 
er, should pay attention to other pos- 
sible reasons behind a child having 
an imaginary friend. If having an 
imaginary friend keeps an elemen- 
tary-age child from making other 
friends or getting involved in social 
activities, parents may need to look 
for signs of stress or unhappiness in 
the child’s environment. 

For example, does your child 
seem unhappy with school? Are 
there problems at home? Have there 
been major changes in your child’s 
routines or relationships? Answers to 
these questions may explain why 
your elementary-age child has creat- 
ed an imaginary friend. In the mean- 
time, encourage your child to talk 
about things that might be bothering 
him or her, Provide your child with 
opportunities to be with other chil- 
dren and encourage involvement in 
social activities or a sport, 

Finally, while there is nothing 
wrong with your 3 to 6 year old hay- 
ing an imaginary friend, sometimes 
it can be annoying. Resist the urge to 
deny that the imaginary friend exists, 
If your child blames the imaginary 
friend for something, don’t confront 
the imaginary friend, Talk directly to 
the child, Let the child know he or 
she is responsible for the imaginary 
friend’s actions and their conse- 
quences, 

It may help parents to remember 
that children can create imaginary 
friends to melp time pass or to have 
someone to play with who listens to 
them and makes few demands, Imag- 
inary friends offer children the abili- 
Wy to do things in fantasy play that 

ey can’t do in real life, Children 
also use imaginary friends to prac- 
tice social skills and help them meet 
new challenges. In time, when chil- 
dren outgrow their needs for them, 
their imaginary friends will disap- 
pear.

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Suggestions for pruning 
ornamental plants

The health and beauty of orna- 
mental plants depend to a great ex- 
tent on proper pruning. Pruning al- 
lows you to control the plant’s size 
and shape. It also encourages flower 
or fruit production, and can discou- 
tage disease and promote growth by 
letting light and air into the interior 
of the plant. Pruning done for any of 
these reasons is called cultural prun- 
ing. They timing of cultural pruning 
is important, and depends on the 
type of plant and the reason for prun- 
ing. For almost all plants, fall and 


searly winter are bad pruning times, 


because the tender regrowth stimu- 
lated by pruning will be damaged by 
cold weather. 

Cultural pruning is done on a sea- 
sonal or annual basis. There are 
times when pruning is urgent, and 
must be performed immediately, re- 
gardless of season. Urgent pruning is 
done for safety reasons, such as re- 
moval of limbs which pose a hazard 
to people or buildings; to remove 
broken, diseased or dead parts of 
plants; and to improve the balance of 
the shoots with the root system after 
transplanting. 


The key point to understand about | 


pruning is that the new growth stim- 
ulated by pruning will develop close 
to where the cut is made. When you 
make a pruning cut, you remove the 
growing point at the top of a branch, 
called the terminal bud. Other buds 
along the branch, called the lateral 
buds, do not develop into growing 
points because the terminal bud re- 
leases hormones which keep them 
inactive. Because the pruning cut re- 
moves the terminal bud and its con- 
trolling hormones, the lateral bud 
closest to the cut quickly becomes a 
new terminal bud, and this is where 
growth will develop. 

If you have a branch that extends 
beyond the canopy of a shrub, or be- 
yond where you want it, and you 
make your cut at that point, you will 
very soon have to prune again, Your 
shrub will soon become leggy and 
hollow if pruning is done consistent- 
ly in this way. If you make the cut 
inside the canopy of foliage, the new 


growth will be shaded, and so slower 
growing foliage will develop where 
it's needed for a fuller, more attrac- 
tive shrub. 

Different plants produce flowers 
at different times of the year. The 
buds which reduce these flowers 
also form at different times of the 
year for different plants. For best 
flower production, your pruning 
schedule should be based on accu- 
rate knowledge of a particular plant. 
A gardening encyclopedia or a book 


on the plant in question is a good 
source of information. 

The general rule of thumb is this: 
If the plant begins blooming before 
May, prune immediately after 
blooms fade; if the plant begins to 
bloom in May or later, prune in late 
February or early March, before the 
start of new spring growth. 

To do a good job of pruning, you 
need quality, sharp tools which are 
designed for the type of pruning to 
be done. The most commonly used 
piece of equipment is hand shears. 
These shears can be used on branch- 
es 3/4 inch in diameter or smaller. 

Lopping shears are used on 
branches up to 1 1/2 inches in diam- 
eter. They vary in handle length 
from about 20 to 36 inches, Branch- 
es over 1 1/2 inches in diameter re- 
quire a saw. 

Hedge shears are designed for 
clipping foliage to create a formal 
appearance. They are often misused. 
Unless you want a strictly formal 
hedge, you won’t need this tool. 
Boxwoods, Japanese hollies, dwarf 
yaupon, and other plants with many 
limbs and small leaves may require 
too much time to prune using other 
tools. 

In summary, whatever the prun- 
ing job or tool, remember keep tools 
sharp, lubricated, and clean, Clean 
and coat tools with light oil after use 
to prevent rust. When pruning dis- 
eased branches, dip the shears in 
disinfectant (10% chlorine bleach 
solution or subbing alcohol) after 
each cut. If you don’t use a disinfec- 
tant dip, you will spread the disease 
to healthy plants,

Tips fora 
successful 
home garden

The number one activity in Cof- 
fee Count in the next few weeks will 
be planting home gardens. 

Here are a few suggestions I think 
will be helpful to you in having a 
successful home vegetable garden, 

If you have never had a garden, 
the first think you need to do is se- 
lect a site, especially one where you 
will have plenty of sunlight, The sec- 
ond think you will want to do is take 
a soil test, Soil testing is the only 
way to do an accurate job of know- 
ing how much lime and fertilizer 
your garden needs, For most vegeta- 
bles the soil pH should be between 
6.0 and 6.5. Mix your lime into the 
soil before planting. If you don’t soil 
test, use enough fertilizer to supply 
120 pounds per acre each of nitrogen 
(N), Phosphorus (P205), and Potas- 
sium (K20), On 100 feet of row this 
would be 4 quarts (8 pounds) of 4- 
12-12 and 1 quart (2 pounds) ammo- 
nium nitrate. Most long season crops 
like corn and tomatoes will need an 
additional side dressing of fertilizer. 

You will want to improve your 
soil by adding organic matter like 
compost, leaves, or grass clippings. 
Cow manure works especially well 
under your tomatoes and watermel- 
ons, Chicken litter is a little hot for 
most crops, but it does work well un- 
der your corn, 

Your seed and variety selection is 
very important. Seed is cheap so get 
the best available. Select the best va- 
riety of seed for this area and for 
what you are planning to achieve. 
For example, to win a large water- 
melon or pumpkin contest, purchase 
the mammoth variety and not just a 
normal variety. For corn to eat, how- 
ever, choose a variety that tastes best 
to your family. For tomatoes, select- 
ed a variety that is nematode and dis- 
ease resistant. 

In selecting transplants, choose 
only stocky, healthy, fresh plants. 
Always water transplants when set- 
ting them in. 

Weeds are one of your major con- 
cerns in growing a garden. Use 
mulch where you can around toma- 
toes and other crops like that. Use a 
sharp hoe around the rest of your 
garden, There are several herbicides 
for your home garden. The first is 
Treflan for vegetables like butter- 
beans, peas and okra. You will need 
to read the label for each specific 
crop in your garden. The next herbi- 
cide is Atrazine, which is for corn. 
There are several other herbicides, 
but these are the two most used in 
gardens. If the weeds get too high, 
you may try using the lawn mower 
to control weeds between the rows, I 
heard a wise old farmer once say, 
"Never plant more of a garden than 
your wife can hoe.” 

Rotation in your garden and using 
disease-resistant varieties is the best 
way to control plant diseases. Maneb 
and Bravo are two fungicides you 
may need to spray on your tomatoes 
and a few other crops. 

For insect control, early planting 
will help you to miss some of the 
major infestations of insects this 
summer. However, you probably 
will need to use a few insecticides. 
Malathion and Sevin are two good 
insecticides for the home gardener. 
Be sure to read the label before us- 
ing. 

In order to have a top-notch gar- 
den, you will need water. Remember 
that once a week soaking does better 
than a daily sprinkle. 

Harvesting your garden frequent- 
ly is very important. The main rea- 
son for a home garden is w produce 
high quality vegetables. So harvest 
often to get vegetables at the best 
growth stage. Don’t let your okra get 
too tough. 

Be creative, Select a favorite crop 
such as sweet corn, strawberries, or 
watermelons, Try a crop that very 
few people grow such as sugarcane, 
Plant enough vegetables to eat, put 
up for the winter, and to give to your 
friends, Plant a few extra to sell. The 
Farmers Market on Saturday in Elba 
is a good place to do that. Plant a 
few flowers in your garden, Mari- 

olds and sunflowers work well. 

ou may want to plant some fruit 
like strawberries, blackberries, or 
peach trees, 

Keep a record of your expenses 
and what you do, List your favorite 
crops, List which vegetables did best 
in your garden, You may want to 
weigh your largest watermelon, For 
4-H’ers we have a largest watermel- 
on and pumpkin growing contest. 
Taking pictures of your garden will 
provide you some keepsakes, And 
don’t forget every garden needs a 
scarecrow,

Roads and, yes, another prelimi- 
nary subdivision plat were the main 
topics of conversation at Monday’s 
meeting of the Coffee County Com- 
mission. 

County Engineer Randy Tindell 
presented a resolution to the com- 
missioners in which the county en- 
ters into an agreement with the State 
of Alabama Highway Department to 
level Co, Rds. 228 and 479, 

The above projects are to be fund- 
ed with excess revenue acquired by 
State Senator Dwight Adams and 
Representative Garreth Moore.

The Elba Water & Electric Board 
was presented with a letter of res- 
ignation Tuesday evening from Elec- 
tric Superintendent Jeff Puckett. 

Puckett cited personal reasons for 
the resignation. He explained he and 
his wife will be returning to Opelika, 
AL. and he has accepted a position 
the electric utility he worked with 
before coming to Elba. 

In announcing his action to the 
utility board Puckett said the citizens 


the road had failed causing the road 
to cave in. 

After checking the other two 
pipes, it was determined that they 
needed replacing also.

Commissioners accepted the lone 
bid with the stipulation that the engi- 
neer check with other companies 
who manufacture the pipe and possi- 


bly get a better price. 

Tindell estimates that the road 
will be closed from one to two 
months (depending on the weather) 
while repairs are made. 

An erosion problem on Co, Rd. 
215 (located in the Jack Community) 
was briefly discussed between Com- 
oo Wendell Black and Tin- 

ell. 

It was concluded that a water 
main would have to be relocated be- 
fore the erosion problem could be al- 
leviated. 

Early in Monday’s meeting, Com- 
mission Chairman Robert Stephens 
made a statement concerning the 
“road maintenance responsibility 
disagreement” that presently exists 
between the commission and the 
New Brockton Town Council. 

He stated that the commission has
